ORSON BEAN (George Kimball), a 
native of Vermont, grew up in Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts where he attended 
Cambridge Latin High School. He began 
his career in the theatre as a magician 
in variety shows which he produced in 
Japan while stationed there immediately 
following World War II. After his dis- 
charge, in 1947, he began working in 
night clubs, where he discovered that the 
patter which accompanied his tricks was 
far more appreciated than his prestidigi- 
tation. Accordingly, he abandoned the top 
hat, scarves, and other accoutrements of 
the magician’s trade, and switched to 
straight comedy.
